Consumer Contact 
Toy Safety Is Mainly 
Problem for Parents

Nixon recently signed a bill to 
make future Christmases safer 
for children. 


The law is the Child Protec- 


tion and Toy Safety Act of 1969. 
It does not become officially 
effective until Jan. 9 because of 
delays during its trip through 
Congress but it is bound to alert 
many buyers and sellers about 
hazardous toys before Santa 
arrives. 


It is impossible, of course, to 


guarantee that any toy — or 
any substance, for that matter 
— will be safe under any and all 
types of use. But the new law is 
designed to make it easier to 
ban the more dangerous kinds 
of toys from public sale. 


It gives the secretary of 


health, education and welfare 
the authority to ban toys deem- 
ed especially hazardous because 
of electrical, 
mechanical or 


thermal problems that might 
injure youngsters. 


The secretary already has the 


power to ban toys with exces- 
sive flammable or poisonous 
substances in them. Certain 
types of fireworks, for example, 
previously have been prohibited 
from public sale. 


More Than Toys 


Actually the new law goes 


beyond toys. It gives the gov- 
ernment authority to ban the 
sale of almost any substance it 
finds to present an "imminent 
hazard" to public health. 


The law also goes far beyond 


the usual 
scope of federal 


legislation by granting con- 
sumers the right to get a refund 
for any product purchased be- 
fore or after it officially is 
banned from sale. 


Retailers are required to buy 


back any such product. And 
they also are required to pay 
the buyer for his expense in 
returning the merchandise. 


The main responsibility for 


protecting children from dan- 
gerous toys, however, rests with 
parents. And the most impor- 
tant decision is the one made at 
the store where the item is 
purchased. The new law will not 
eliminate unsafe toys or change 
careless parents. 


Most parents can recognize a 


potentially dangerous toy if the 
hazard is visible, such as un- 
usually sharp edges. But it is 
not easy to guard against a 
hazard that is hidden inside the 
product. 
There is no way to determine 


that, except in the case of 
certain electrical toys. Such 
products that have been tested 
and approved for 
electrical 


shock and fire protection by 
Underwriters' Laboratories will 
display a label bearing the 
letters "UL." 


The absence of such a seal, 


however, does not mean the toy 


is unsafe, for not all electrical 
toys are submitted to UL tests. 
Even toys with the UL label 
may not he wholly free from 
fire or accident hazards, as the 
organization itself concedes in 
its most recent listing. 


The presence of a magazine 


seal of approval is even less of 
a guarantee of safety, if recent 
government hearings are any 
indication. Products b e a r i n g 
such seals are not always tested 
for safety. 


Parents can help eliminate 


dangerous toys by reporting 
them to the National Clearing- 
house for Toy Safety, 425 N. 
Michigan Ave., Chicago, 111. 
60611. The clearinghouse works 
directly w i t h manufacturers 
when it receives evidence of 
unnecessary hazards in toys.

For intraparty strategical 


reaons, an aspirant for high 
office must often announce his 
intentions to run a year or 
more — in Lucey's case more 
than a year — before the 
primary election and the 
problem of keeping a cam- 
paign alive during such an 
extended period is a chal- 
lenging one. 


For the candidate himself to 


be issuing press releases and 
making 
speeches 
and 


stumping tours for a period of 
12 months or more poses the 
risk of over exposure. 


Campaign material 
of 


genuine importance and 
meaning is not abundant in the 
state arena. The candidate 
who discloses all of his 
proposals, indictments and 
programs too early runs the 
serious risk of having bored 
the electorate long before the 
time comes for it to make its 
decision. 


He runs the more serious 


risk of so exhausting himself 
that he is less effective in the' 
crucial final weeks — when 
the voters are listening and 
making up their minds — than 
he ought to be and would want 
to be if he could arrange the 
campaign calendar for his 
own convenience. 


Can Save Money 


But he cannot Lucey, and 


any other front runner, dearly 
wants to discourage opponents 
for the nomination. If he 
succeeds, it may save him 
$100,000 or more in campaign 
funds that could be usefully 
budgeted for the campaign 
against the Republicans, 
alleviate party organization' 
ruptures, cut his own fatigue 
and 
those 
of his 
key 


associates, and cut the 
boredom of the voters. 


Thus he calls on outsiders, 


in the hope of keeping at- 
tention focused on his can- 
didacy without expending 
himself. On the face of it, 
Gronouski was a good choice. 
Until recently he was am- 
bassador to Warsaw, where he 
represented this country in the 
only direct, albeit informal 
and unofficial, talks with the 
Red Chinese. He or Lucy could 
not have anticipated that most 
of the news stories following 
his visit did not mention his 
former rank and identified 
him merely as a former 
Democrat state and federal 
official. 


Often a politician in such a 


position gets the attention of 
the professionals in politics — 
writers as well as prac- 
titioners — by what he does 
not say rather than what he 
says.

ravel onto ice-covered lakes in; 
.his area were urged Wednesday'

The warning came from state 


conservation warden Dale P. 
Worey who cited the deaths of
